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In the following collectitni. Chants 1 to 24 are inteaded to be sun^, according 
to the undent practice of the Cliarch, in unison, without instnunental accom- 
paniment.* Should it be thought desiiabk to vary die doee, a snitaUte ending 
may be made by singing the Oloria Patri in karmimy, either to the same chant, 
or to some other humomaed one of similar character. 

He chants, it wiQ be seen, arc, with few exertions, timgle dianta ; and 
dwse, it b befieved, are the best adtqited for general use, both as affording 
greater fiiciUties for eaigregatiomtl toning, and also euAbling the two divisions 
oi the chcur to sing alternate Teraes, each to a cranplete chant. In general, the 
chant should be changed for each pealm. 

In this cdtection, the diants ma^ed M. are harmonised by Thomas Morley, 
AJ>. 1597. For those maAed D., the woi^ is indebted to the kiitdneas et
